ELEOTEIOITY ON TAP. 


On board the steamship Labrador of 


the French line, which arrived at New 
York last Friday, several wooden cases of 
about the size of soap boxes were stored. 
Mr. William Locklaud, an electrical en- 
gineer, under whose care the cases came, 
connected an Edison lamp with a series 
of them by means of wires, and, on turn- 
ing a button, the lamp shone brightly. 
In the boxes electricity is kept, to be 
drawn off as needed. 


"The electricity was stored in tRem as 


far back as April 24," he said. "They 
were then shipped from Paris to Havre, 
and taken aboard the Labrador. 
On Sat- 


urday evening, Apiil 29, we lighted some 
electric lamps from them. We have been 
lighting eight lamps from them all the 
way across the ocean and have drawn off 
only a small quantity of the electricity 
stored in them. 
The lamps ranged from 


5 to 53 candle power." 


The apparatus is known as the Faure 


accumulator. Its functions is simply to 
store up electricity for use when it is 
wanted. 
The accumulator is placed in 


circuit with an electric "dynamo," and 
the electricity transmitted to it is stored 
up. The packed-up electricity can then 
bo sent anywhere, kept any necessary 
length of time, and will be gradually and 
equably discharged along any circuit that 
may be attached to the apparatus. 
The fact that the storage of electricity is 
possible has long been known. The Leyden 
jar stores electricity, but gives it nearly all 
off in one discharge as soon as a circuit is 
made. About twenty years ago Gascon 
Plante found that lead plates, frequently

THE OABOLIITE ARCHIPELAGO. 


The 
Caroline Islands have recently 


been visited by the British war steamer 
Emerald. Her commander, Captain Max- 
well, reports his arrival at Strong Island 
mounlanco'us wA?fi1loUyTpedfcs^om1e! £utfl5 
feat above sea level, clothed with verdure 
to the summits; bread-fruit, bananas, 
etc., grow in abundance, but cocoa-nuts 
are far less plentiful than in the low coral 
islands, find, owing to the bountiful supply 
of water, they are not much needed. The 
ancient walls and fortifications on the 
small island of Lele, where the king lives, 


charged with electricity under certain 
conditions, acquired the power of storing 
electricity and parting with it gradually. 
But he could not get his discovery into 
the shape of a practical apparatus. . This 
was done by M. Camille Alphonse Faure 
something over a year ago. 
It did not 


attract public attention until May, 1881, 
when Sir William Thompson published a 
description of it. 
The apparatus is sim- 


ple in construction. A sheat of lead, 
perforated with small holes, is coated 
with a layer of red lead on both sides. 
Against each face of red lead is laid a 
sheet of parchment. The plate thus over- 
laid is sown up in a cloth jacket, with the 
exception of a small portion of one cor- 
ner, left bare for the purpose of connect- 
ing plates together in a metallic circuit. 
A wooden case, such as one of those on 
the Labrador, contained fourteen such 
plates. 
They are arranged like voltaic 


pilei, seven of the plates being connected 
by a metal strip at one end of the box to 
form the positive pole, and the seven al- 
ternate plates connected at the other end 
of the box to form the negative pole. 
There are several forms of accumulators, 
but all are constructed upon this princi- 
ple. 
Acidulated water is poured over the 


plates so as to cover them, and the appa- 
ratus is ready for use. • There is no waste 
of substance, and the same cell may be 
charged and recharged. A fourteen-plate 
cell, like those on the Labrador, is charged 
with 300 amphores of electricity of two

Captain Maxwell thinks 
they have more refined features than any 
he has seen, but they are not so -veil 
dressed or advanced as the inhabitants of 
Strong Islands—the grass petticoat, in- 
deed, seemed to be the principal article 
of clothing. 
The island is about fourteen 


miles square, and very beautiful, with 
lofty peaks from 2,000 feet to nearly 
3,000 feet high, which are wooded to their 
summits, and is surroundnd by coral reefs 
with pretty detached islets; all sorts of 
fruits and vegetables grow there in abun- 
dance. 
The ruins of residences of former 


chiefs are numerous and consist of in- 
closures, with walls in some places thirty 
feet high and upwards of twelve feet 
thick, built of great basaltic prisms 
(many of them twelve feet by two feet 
six inches), laid regularly tier upon tier ; 
each tier being at right angles to the one 
below, and the interstices filled in with 
coral and rubble.

The unexpected nomination of Thomas 


M. Marshall for Congressmar.-at-Largc, 
brings again into merited prominence one 
of the oldest and boldest figures in the 
Republican party of Pennsylvania. Be- 
fore he was of ago he began to fight the 
doctrines of the slaveholders. 
He was 


one of the earliest, active and most cour- 


"Whn will aScous '"embers of the old Liberty Party, 
Who W1» that handful of patriots wlio first began 


the fight against slavery, more than twen- 
ty years before the agitation made even 
a strong mark upon the politics of the 
country. He was the early friend of Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison, Horace Groeley and 
Thurlow Weed, and was with them 'in all 
their plans for the abolition of slavery. 
He made free soil speeches when it was 
dangerous, and was a prominent figure at 
the birth of the Republican party in this 
State, in 1855. 
Thomas Mercer Marshall 


was born in Ireland, in 1818. 
His father 


emigrated to thia country who he was only 
a year old, and settled in Butler County, 
A'here he was a prominent farmer for 
many years. Here Mr. Marshall passed 
all the early years of his life. He worked 
upon the farm, and went to school when- 
ever he could, until he was of age. 
He 


had an older brother, James Marshall, 
who was one of the best known business 
men in Western Pennsylvania, and was 
for years one of the lending merchants of 
Pittsburgh. Soon after he attained his 
majority young Tom Marshall, as he was 
known in early as well as later life, moved 
to Pittsburgh and became a'clerk in his 
brother's store. After a few years of mer- 
cantile Hie he began the study of law with 
Judge Charles Slialor, then one of the 
most eminent lawyers in Pennsylvania; 
in 1846, he was admitted to the bar and 
at once began the practice.of law. He 
was successful from the start. 
In less 


than a year he took tho leading position 
as a jury lawyer at the Pittsburgh bar, 
then one of the strongest in the Stnte. 
His address was winning and his orator- 
ical power very superior, he was so open 
handed and free hearted, so ever ready to 
give his services to the needy, that he 
was soon known as the peoples' lawyer. 
His great powers as an advocate naturally 
at first brought him a largo criminal cli- 
entage, and his services were sought far 
and wide. It was not long before he was 
regarded as one of the first criminal law- 
yers in the State. His legal fame did not, 
however, stop with his work in the crim- 
inal courts, for he has for many years 
the'distinction of being a careful and 
successful lawyer in the best branches of 
tlie profession. He beoan his political 
life even before he did his legal career. 
He was for General Binney for President 
in 1844, refusing to act with either the 
Whig or Democratic parties on account 
of their position on the slavery question.

CAUSES OF FIBES.—A number of the 


leading insurance companies of London 
have been trying to discover the causes 
of fires which occur in dwellings. 
The 


Fireman's Journal says: It is is esti- 
mated that twenty percent, of fires are 
the result of gas or other light coming 
into contact with curtains or widow 
blinds. 
Of course this proportions ap- 


ples only to fires in cities. Clothes or 
other articles drying at fires in stoves or 
fire places are thought to be responsible 
for sixteen per cent of the fires which de- 
stroy the homes of the people. 
To de- 


fects in stoves, flues, etc,, is due about 
a like percentage. These are the princi- 
pal causes of fires in private houses, mak 
ing at least one-half of the whole. Care- 
lessness in one form or another is un- 
doubtedly responsible for at least three- 
fourths of all fires that occur, be they in 
dwellings, warehouses, stores, on ships, 
or in powder mills.

versified industries, and the local advan- 
tages to farmers and manufacturers aris- 
ing from their close proximity, were set 
forth with rare directness and cogency by 
the Hon. Charles M. Shelly, of Alabama, 
in a recent speech in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, in the course of which Im 
snid : 


A community which is blessed with 


these diversified industrial enterprises ac- 
quires wealth rapidly, and the temporary 
failure of ono branch of industry does not 
bring that distress and suffering that 
comes from failure whca you depend en- 
tirely upon a single industry, such as ag- 
riculture. Tho agriculturist who has a 
manufacturer for a neighbor is encour- 
aged to grow every vnriety of crop that 
the soil is capable cf producing. A 
market is found at his door for his pn - 
duct, and as these neighbors are multi- 
plied the demand for his products is in- 
creased. This increased demand stimu- 
lates the price, which reacts upon tho 
farmer, who improves and stimulates his 
hind to increased production, and so oti, 
each acting upon the other, until the high- 
est productive capacity is reached in 
both 
agriculture 
and 
manufacturing. 


The farmer may have to pay higher prices 
for his goods, but he is able to do so be- 
cause he sells his own products for higher 
prices anil has more to sell. 
A larjjepro- 


portion of the products of the farm will 
not bear transportation to a distant 
market. These products, which in many 
instances could be grown without any ad- 
ditional cost to vhe farmer, would not bf 
grown if they could not be sold at their 
doors. 


To show the full Ibrco of this point 


1 call attention to the condition of 
the farming class in Pennsylvania anil 
contrast it with the farming class in 
Alabama. In Pennsylvania, where tho 
manufacturing interests have reached a 
high degree of development, the farmers 
are thrifty and well-to-do. 
Kvery year 


they make a support and something over, 
which surplus is invested in the stock? of 
these manufacturing enterprises, from 
which they draw regular dividends, and 
thus become to a large extent the bene- 
ficiaries of this very system of protection 
which the free trader (assuming \.o speak 
for the farmer) denounces in such strong 
language. The profits of tho factory 
added to the profits of the farm grow 
from year to year, until the poor farmer, 
whose pitible condition is so pathetically 
portrayed by the anti-tariff politician, re- 
joices in the accumulation of a substan- 
tial fortune, and his little farm of twenty, 
forty, or one hundred acres becomes the 
source of a princely income. The lands 
upon which these fortunes are made are 
valued by their owners at an average 
price of about fifty dollars per acre. 


These are the results upon communi- 


ties who were prepared to avail them- 
iclvcs of the advantages of a protective 
tariff. 
Now turn 
to an agricultural 


country such as tho southern and central 
portion of Alabama, and see the condi- 
tion of things there. The farmers there 
devote, most of their energies to the 
growth of cotton, because it bears the 
cost of transportion better than anything 
else they can raise, and if the season 
hould happen to be unpropilious and the 
cotton crop fail, the whole people are re- 
duced to a state of distress and poverty. 
A partial failure of the crop in Alabama 
ast year has been most disastrous. Many 
iarmers are not able to buy seed to plant 
ands.

The Republican party of the State o 


Pennsylvania, in convention assembled 
do reaffirm the principles of justice, eqiu, 
rights, honesty and economy in the .Na- 
tional and .State' administration upon 
which thu party was founded, and upon 
whicli it has so long and continuously tri- 
umphed, and does hereby resolve that it 
has always been the aim and purpose of 
the Republican party to carefully guard 
the interests of the laboring classes by all 
suitable legislation, and to that end the 
protection of^American industry by ad- 
vocacy of a continuance of proper and ju- 
dicious tariff is enjoined upon our Fcna- 
tors and Representatives in Congress. 


Itesolced, That as the sense of the great 


body of the Republican party of the State 
of Pennsylvania we declare : 


FIKST. That we unequivocally condemn 


the use of patronage to promote personal 
political ends, and require that all offices 
bestowed within the party shall be upon 
the sole basis of fitness. 


SKCOND. That competent and faithful 


officers should not be removed except for 
cause. 


TIIIKD. That the non-elective minor 


offices should be filled in accordance with 
rules established by law. 


Foi'in'ii. That the ascertained popular 


will shall be faithfully carried out in State 
and National conventions and by those 
holding office by the favor of the "party. 


FIFTH. That we condemn compulsory 


assessment for 
political purposes, 
and 


proscription for failure to respond either 
to such assessments or to requests for 
voluntary contributions; and that any 
policy of political proscription is unjust 
and calculated to disturb party harmonv. 


SIXTH. That public office constitutes a 


high trust, to be administered solely for 
the benefit of the people, whose interests 
must be paramount jo those of persons 
and parties, and that it should be invaria- 
bly conducted with the same efficiency, 
economy and integrity as are expected in 
the execution of private trusts. 


SEVENTH. That the State ticket should 


bo such as by the impartiality of its con- 
stitution and the high character and ac- 
knowledged fitness of the nominees will 
justly commend itself to the support of 
the united Republican party. 


Resolved, That we also recommend the 


adoption of the following permanent rules 
for the holding of State conventions and 
the conduct of the party : 


FIRST. That delegates to State con- 


ventions shall be chosen in the manner in 
which candidates for the General Assem- 
bly are nominated, except in Senatorial 
districts composed of more 
than one 


county, in which conferees for the selec- 
tion 
of Senatorial delegates shall be 


chosen in the manner aforesaid. 


SECOND. Hereafter the State Conven- 


tion of the Republican party shall be held 
on the second Wednesday of July, except 
in the year of the Presidential election, 
when it shall be held not more than thirty 
days previous to the day fixed for the Na- 
tional Convention, and at least sixty days' 
notice shall be given of the date "of the 
State Convention.

To go b ick of this, we are no 
sure that the ancestors of some of ou 
Kuropcan weeds ever came from the for 
csts, but, instead, were brought into th 
cleared up lands from open regions in th 
early days of agriculture in the 01 
World.

The importam e of a thorough know 


ledge of weeds it much more appreciate 
in Kuropo than with us. In Germany 
for example, they have wall-maps upo 
which the various cultivated plants an 
weeds of the field and garden are repre 
sented. These maps are hung upari tin 
school-room walls, and a child simpl 
from daily seeinj these life-like colorei 
drawings of the various plint pests, \\\\ 
learn their appearance and their names 
Some such method of instruction is need 
ed in this countrv, by which the childre 
that arc to be our farmers and gardonei 
may become familiar with the differen 
troublesome weeils. 
The most drcadci 


weeds should be known, even in advanci 
of their advent to a locality, that tin 
proper means miy be taken at once fo 
meeting and destroying them. Even, 
child should know the Canada thistle am 
learn to dread it, even before the pain 
which its prickly herbage causes in th 
bare feet and hands has been expeuenccd 
Editors of agi(cultural papcis and pro- 
fessors in agricultural colleges receive 
many letters yearly asking for tho sun 


mon weeds, tin s showing the genera 
lack of knonled^c upon this impoitiiv 
subject. 


There are a l.n s;e number of farmeis 


clubs throughout the country, and a grcai 
good might be duno hj hanging a \\ecc 
chart upon the wills of the halls where 
f.irmcis and their families gather froir 
time to time for mutual improvement am 
the better understanding of the ways anc 
means of a mote piofitable agriculture 


Weeds have 1'cen neglected in more 


ways than one, and just so far as they aie 
overlooked and left to themselves thi 
greater will be the curse. If one look 
over a premium list of any of our thous- 
and town, county and other fairs lie sel- 
dom sees a prize offered for the best col 
lection of weeds. It may be incompatibli 
with our fitness of things to have a go<x 
collection of anything that is bad, am 
yet the fact remains thattheie is no clas: 
of plants the inci eased knowledge abou 
which is more imperative than thesi 
same ugly weeds. 
A few dollars expend 


ed in awnids by each fair associatioi 
would bring toge'hci a list of plant pests 
the exhibition oi which would not onl_ 
surprise but gieitly instruct those who 
sec them. It is not less important for 
the farmers of an v district to know of the 
arrival of a new ^eed than of the advenl 
of a new fruit or grain. Exhibitions o 
weeds at fairs arc, therefore, one of tha 
best means of extending and increasing 
the knowledge of our plant pests. 


The subject of weed killing is not less 


important than that of learning about the 
[>ests. The one bears the same relatio: 
to the other that the drill and dicipline 
in method of warfare do to the actua" 
tattle—the hand-to-hand fight, for which 
the preparations have been made. 
It is 


uostly as seeds that the weeds of the Old 
World have crossed the ocean and estab- 
ished colonies in the New. It is in the 
cramped quarters within the 'seed coats 
;hat the germs of noxious plant pests pass 
to and fro in our >wn country. The seed 
may be truly said to be the migratory 
state of every plant, and it is here that 
the work of ext mninating weeds must 
jegin. This ma> be done oy—first, sow- 
ing no need seeds, and, secondly, by 
letting no weeds sow their own seeds. 
5ome of the perennial weeds propagate 
>y other means than their seeds, and such 
f already in the ground will need other 
treatment. The sowing of no weed seeds 
means simply perfectly pure seeds of all 
cultivated plants. 
Such seeds are rare. 


Dr. Le Don* has shown in a lecture before 
this association, two years ago, that the 
extensive examinations of commercial 
seeds at the Geiman experimental sta- 
tions teach that tlie average per cent of 
pure seeds is not far from 59. For ex- 
ample, Prof. Knolibe found a sample of 
orchard grass containing seeds of no less 
than 45 other plants. A pound of clover 
seed of average parity contained 14,400 
foreign seeds, and among them 44 species 
of weeds were represented. Sowing land 
with such a mixture means more than a 
simple seeding down to c'.over. 
This 


matter rests very largely with those who 
grow the seeds. 
If they raise only pure 


seeds there n ill be no further difficulty 
here. If the seed men in selling timothy, 
blue grass or clover seed, send out only 
that one kind, true to the bill, their skirts 
are clear. If the farmer raises his own 
seed, and knows it is foul, he cannot go 
to his house justified after sowing such a 
mixture on his cultivated field. Seeds are 
small, and especially so are those of many 
weeds , they are difficult to detect, and 
on this account much in seed buying, on 
the part of the farmer, must be done on 
faith. 
A hand lens will help greatly in 


many cases, provided the weed seeds thus 
magnified are recognized. 
Right here 


the wall maps may lend a helping hand 


by giving an enlarged view of the seeds. 
The opportunity for deception in seeds, 
intended or otherwise, is so great that 
commercial seedsmen und seed growers 
may well be watched and their goods 
tested by persons who are experts, much 
in the same way that manufacturers and 
dealers in commercial fertilizers arc held 
in check. 
Seed testing should "become 


one of the important labors of the various 
experimental stations. 


It cannot be hoped that all weed seeds 


will be killed , in fact, much of the soil 
of every country long devoted to agricul- 
ture is already well stocked with them. 
The plow that turns under one crop of 
seeds brings another to the surface, so 
that there is a constant supply. Tl: 
next thing to the killing of a weed s>ee 
is> the destruction of the joung plan 
which grows from it. 
The earlier in lif 


a weed is destroyed the easier, and th 
smaller the damage it will have done 
There is no royal road to weed killing 
There is no panacea for weeds—nothin 
that can be put on a field to kill then 
unless it be the full and proper applica 
tion of that w hich, for the lack of a bette 
and neater name, is called "elbow greasp. 
This will not only kill the weeds but als 
improve the cultivated crops.
